Water Conduite of Ephesus and
Smyrna Bullt of Material That Has
the Moderna Quessing—Qreat
Roadbed Controvergy

D 8. MacBRIDE, engineer for the Port-
¢ land Cement Associntion, told me a
short time back that the growth of the ce-

ment industry in recent years is something

It was the firet time in our history this
had been done, .

regain the ground it then lost.

Prbjudice, fostered by forelgn manufacs
turers and helped along by our crude meth-
ads of manufucture, alded! in ereating dis-
trust In the value of the American cement.
_ Perhaps it wasn't so good and so attrac-
tive looking ns the forelgn article thirty
Yearm ago,

That accounts for the faet that {n 1893
only H00,000 barrels of Portland erment
wers manufaetneed in the entire country,

One of the first buildings of any size i
which the American cement was nused ox-
tensively was in the Drexel Duilding,
Fifth and Chestnut streets, this rity.

Before that, however, Captain Andrews, ]

of Allegheny Clty., who was the conatruetion
chief for James 1. Fads when he built the
Missiasippl jetties, used American cement in
that: work,

Annthee drawback to the introductlon of
Amerfean coment was the cost.

It could not, at first, be manufactured so
cheaply ns the foreign product.

That helped to intensify this prejudiee
against It,  The Iast quarter of a eenfury
bas seen the marvelous change spoken of by
Mr. Maoeliride,

"ortland cement by the milllon barrela s
turned out in this country, with the resnlt
that the foreign product has been practicalls
driven from the market,

HERE is one thing about this new
universgl neecessity in constructlon in-
dustpies, no one has yet been able to pieres
the mystery of the cement of the aneients,
Samp'es used by the ancients have been
analyaed with vnsatisfactory resuits,

Some years ago cement from the water |

conduits about Ephesus and Smyrna were
subjected to chemical analysis,

They ull were found to be quite similar in
composition,

This was noteworthy in view af the faot
that the wnterworks from which the speei-
mens wore taken dnted from n perlod severnl
centuries before the Christiun era to 300
years after,

Chief among the eanstituents of thesoe
sumples wan enrhonate of lime, having mixed
with it from 2 (o N per eent of organle mae
terinl,

The Intter was found 1o consist of a com-
pound of fatty aeids,

Experiments to discover the secrets weot
made, *

A cement made of burned lime and linseed
or olive oil did not prove permanent,

A mixture of gwo-thivds of air-slaked
lime and one«third olive oil hardened well
amd showed greot endoranee,

It was considersd likely that this was, in
part av least, the seeret of the anelent
vemens,

materinl has wdvaneed tremendously in
